Liquid Air As Fuel 


Newest Energy For Motors Being 
Tested In Japan 

Liquid air serves as fuel for one 
of the strangest motors ever built, 
which now is operating in a Japanese 
laboratory. Should it fulfill the hopes 
of its inventor, it may bring about a 
revolution in motivé power for ve- 
hicles of the land, sea and air. In 
contrast with the fiery temperatures 
of a conventional internal-combus- 
tion engine; which it somewhat re- 
sembles, the new motor operates at 
temperatures from 250 to 350 de- 
grees below zero. Its small fuel tank 
holds ordinary air that has been 
chilled until it is transformed from 
a gas into a liquid like water. The 
difference in temperature between 
this extraordinary fuel and the sur- 
rounding atmosphere provides the 
energy to run the motor. From the 
fuel tank, the. liquid air passes to a

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sorb heat from the exterior air. In 
doing so, it turns to vapor, much as 


a boiler. The pressure of the 
panding air drives pistons in a pair 
of cylinders. Through an elaborate 
system of auxiliary apparatus, vir- 
tually all the energy contained 
the liquid air is reported to be re- 
covered. Because of its efficiency 
and small bulk of fuel required the 
inventor foresees eventual applica- 
tion of his motor in automobiles, 
tfains, ships, and especially in air- 
planes. The small bulk of fuel re- 
quired would also be an important

The Need For Flexible Loans 


More elasticity is needed in mortgage loan agreements covering security 
in Western Canada in future than has been provided for in the past. 

In future agreements some cognizance should be taken of the possi- 
bility of the intervention of Providence in the affairs and operations of the 
mortgagor resulting in complete or partial inability to meet maturing an- 
nual payments of principal and interest due to no fault of his own. 

Experiences of the past few years of general economic and agricultural 
depression have demonstrated that the terms under which loans have been 
made in the past have been based on the false premise that the farmer is 
in receipt of an assured and steady income, such as, at least in theory, is 
enjoyed by the salaried man. 

Such agreements provide for the payment on a specified date each year 


of a portion of principal and one year’s interest on the loan, without any cel “up and up’, Harmices and ¢ tle, they 
provision for postponement of either prineipal or interest in the event of 22 te Bow: . . AU 


crop failure which may ensue from any oné of a number of causes over 
which the mortgagor has no control whatsoever. 

The conditions under which agriculture has labored in Western. Canada 
during the past five or six years, resulting in the piling up of mortgage 
indebtedness and now necessitating debt adjustment on a wide scale, have 
amply demonstrated the futility of agreements which make no provision 
for a measure of relief in periods of total or partial crop failure. 

There is no doubt that much of the work and expense of debt adjust- 

_ ment now in progress could have been avoided had agreements, under which 
these debts have pyramided, even to the extent in some cases of wiping out 
the mortgagor’s equity, been drafted when the original loans were made, 
to provide for automatic reduction in the amount of repayments in years 
in which, because of the operation of natural forces, the mortgagor had 
little or no income and for an increase in payments in years of bounty, 
when much of the indebtedness would have been repaid. 

Not only would endless negotiations with loan companies and the work 
of debt adjustment tribunals have been materially lessened, but the debtor 
would have been saved years of mental torture and harassing anxiety as 
he watched a juggernaut of accumulating interest threatening to crush him 
and pictured the arrival of the day when he and his would be dispossessed 
of all they ever owned. 

A form of agreement that would eliminate this dread which must nec- 
essarily haunt the days and nights of the honest debtor who does his best 
to meet his obligations and is only defeated because of circumstances over 
which he has no control, would be a godsend to all who have occasion to 
secure loans in the future. 

It should be possible to draw up an agreement that will provide for 
repayment of principal sums in accordance with the ability of the mort- 
gagor to pay based on actual returns from honest effort and yet, at the 
same time, protect the lender from loss due to human incapacity or the 
machinations of dishonesty. 

It is interesting to note that agreements incorporating the principle of 
paying more in times of plenty and less in times of dearth have been 
adopted and put into effect with apparent success in Australia, where in 
certain sections of the country the sheep ranchers are subjected to severe 
drought ravages to the extent at times of wiping out whole flocks. In that 
country the same principle has been made to apply also to short term 
credits supplied by the banks.

Reindeer Experiment 
Herd Breught From Alaska Thriving 
On Mackenzie Delta 
A milestone was reached in the ex- 
periment the Dominion government 
is making to provide reindeer for the 
Eskimo when the report reached 
Hon. T. A. Crerar, minister of mines 
and natural resources, that the sec- 
ond year the herd had been on the 
Mackenzie delta was successful. The 
animals were in excellent condition 
and the fawning season which took 
place in April, May and June, result- 
ed in the addition of 936 fawns to

Very Few Complaints About The 
Quality In Recent Years 
There has been little complaint as 
to the quality of binder twine sold in 
Canada in recent years. The law re- 
quires that each ball of binder twine 
sold, whether Canadian made or im- 
ported, bears a label showing the 
number of feet per pound in the ball. 
These statements as to length, for 
example 500, 550, 600 or 650 feet to 
the pound, are checked by inspectors 
of the Seed Branch of the Dominion 

Department of Agriculture.

Life On Australia Sheep Station Is 
Very Pleasant 

Life on a sheep station in Aus- 

tralia is far from the primitive affair 

generally imagined by people on the 

other side of the world from “down 

under,” according to Mrs. Hedley 


Hardman, whose late husband owned 


two such stations in the New Eng- 
land district of New South Wales, 
Mrs. Hardman was a recent visitor 
in Montreal. , ° 

The workers have comfortable cot- 
tages and pretty gardens, and there 
is usually provision for community 
recreation, such. as tennis courts, 
Mrs. Hardman told a reporter. 

Merino sheep were raised on her 
husband’s sheep stations, the “popu- 
lation” being two to an acre. One 
of the stations was a freehold of 
23,000 acres, the other comprised 
4,500 acres. The sheep are shorn by 


‘electrically-operated shears, the work 


being done under contract. 

Social life among the owners of 
the sheep stations is most enjoyable, 
she said. They generally spend a 
month to six weeks at the stations, 
for quail-shooting and polo. The 
Hardman town house was in Sydney. 

Mrs. Hardman has travelled to 
many parts of the world, but she 
finds Canada one of the most inter- 
esting countries she has visited, and 
was enthusiastic about the variety 
of the scenery on her route from 
Vancouver. 


A Rare Water-Plant 


Grows Only In Australia And Feeds 
On Insects 


Somewhere in a Queensland 
swamp there is a small rare water- 
plant which feeds on insects. 

To find a specimen of this plant, 
Utriculata Tubulata, is the ambition 
of Professor F. FH. Lloyd, Emeritus 
Professor of Botany at McGill Uni- 
versity, Montreal. He has arrived 
in Australia for the purpose. The 
plant is perhaps the rarest of the 
475 known plants which feed on flesh. 

Since it was discovered in 1875 by 
the botanist Armitt not a single 
specimen of it has been found in any 
other part of the world. It feeds on 
minute insects which it entraps with 
its waving tendrils. 

Professor Lloyd has already 
travelled in the Dutch East Indies, 
China and Central America in search 
of rare botanical specimens. He is 
ready to spend at least a year in 
Australia on his latest quest. 


An Authenticated Record 


List Of Accidents Proves There Is

RED CROSS s 
WILLING 10 HELP 
IN DROUTH AREAS 


Toronto. Norman | Somerville of 
Toronto, chairman of the Canadian 
Red Cross Society, announced the 
society would care for extraordinary 
relief cases in the rection of the 
prairie provinces where the Dominion 
government considers a case of 
emergency exists. 

“The Red Cross gladly accepts the 
task the Dominion government has 
asked it to undertake,” Mr. Somer- 
ville said. His announcement fol- 
lowed the drouth statement by 
finance minister Charles Dunning 
who said at Ottawa the government 
would seek Red Cross aid in coping 
with certain problems resulting from 
drouth. 

At the same time Mr. Somerville 
announced J. W. McConnell of Mon- 
treal telegraphed an offer to contri- 
bute $50,000 provided the society is 
prepared to raise and administer a 
special relief fund to care for the 
extraordinary needs of those suffer- 
ing because of drouth in western 
Canada.“ 

“The government will provide food, 
clothing, ‘fuel and feed,“ Mr. Somer- 
ville said in a statement accepting 
the federal drouth assignment. “The 
duty of the Red Cross will be to sup- 
ply the needs of those of the victims 
of the calamity to whom sickness has 
added further burdens, to mothers 
who have nothing with which to 
clothe their new-born infants and to 
housewives, whose blankets, mat- 
tresses, kitchenware and like articles 
of household equipment have become 
wholly beyond further use.” 


Funds Have Been Restored 


Members Of Church Of England 
Thanked For Co-operation 

Winnipeg. — Lost endowments of 
the Church of England diocese of 
Rupert’s Land, originally estimated 
at $758,641, have been restored in 
full to the.revised sum of $772,070, 
it was announced here following ses- 
sions of church representatives held 
to discuss details of the restoration 
campaign. 

In a resolution moved by His Grace 
Archbishop Harding of Rupert's 
Land, the gathering expressed deep 
gratitude to the members of the 
Church of England in Canada who, 
by their work, gifts and interces- 
sions, had contributed their individ- 
ual shares to restoring the fund. 

The resolution was seconded by J. 
M. McWhinney, treasurer of the fund. 

Value of securities which remain- 
ed in possession of the church is still 
to be adjusted and the question will 
be placed before the meeting of the 
executive of the general synod to be 
held next month in Toronto.

Would Affect Canada 


Australian Group Asks That Trade 
Treaty Be Denounced 

Ottawa. The proposal to denounce 
the Ottawa trade agreement between 
the United Kingdom and Australia, 
if carried into effect, would indirect- 
ly affect Canada because this country 
enjoys the British preferential rates 
on some of the goods it exports to 
Australia. A cable from Adelaide 
stated the associated chamber of 
manufacturers there asked that the 
treaty be denounced. 

The trade treaty in force between 
Canada and Australia was negotiated 
m 1931 and was in effect when the 
Ottawa agreements were signed the 
year following. It was not changed 
by the imperial economic conference 
held here. It was originally for 
three years and has since been ex- 
tended. 

The largest exports of Canada to 
Australia such as canned salmon, 
newsprint and lumber have definite 
rates in the Canadian treaty and 
would not be affected if the U.K.- 
Australia treaty were killed. Neither 
would automobile chassis rates but 
in a large number of miscellaneous 
items Canada is given the British 
preference whatever it may be and 
if these were changed Canada would 
be affected. They include machinery, 
textiles and other manufactured 
goods. 


Should Be Abolished 


Jury In Quebec Inquest Rules Against 
Level Crossings 

Louisville, Que.—A coroner's jury 
decided level railway crossings should 
be abolished wherever possible“ to 
prevent such tragediés as the one 
that shook this little mill town Aug- 
ust 15 when a Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way freight train collided with a 
farm truck and 22 of the two-score 
occupants were killed. 

The official verdict at the inquest 
was that the 22 villagers met an 
accidental death. 

The six jurors, presided over by 
Dr. Thomas Caron, district coroner, 
heard evidence of 23 witnesses, sev- 
eral of whom were survivors of the 
crash, youths who had jumped or 
been thrown from the ‘truck as it 
bumped over the crossing on the way 
home from a political meeting at St. 
Justin.

New Premier’s First Move 


Duplessis Cuts Own Pay And That 
Of Cabinet Ministers 

Quebec.—One of the first moves of 
Quebec’s new premier, Hon. Maurice 
Duplessis, after taking office, was to 
cut his own salary and those of his 
cabinet ministers. He also announced 
plans to reduce sessional indemnities 
of members of the legislative as- 
sembly. 

The premier rushed through an 
order-in-council cutting his salary 
from $14,000 annually to $12,000. His 
cabinet ministers each received a 
cut from 38,000 to 57,000. 

The proposed indemnity reduction 
is 10 per cent. off the $2,800 paid to 
a member for each session of e 
house lasting more than 130 days. 

It was estimated the reductions 
would save the treasury about 5120, 
000 annually.

Rains Relieve Drought 


But Much More Needed To Bring 
Back Pastures 


Ottawa. Recent rains have par- 
tially relieved drouth conditions in 
southwestern Ontario, southern Mani- 
toba, southwestern Saskatchewan 
and adjoining areas in Alberta, stated 
a crop report issued by the Dominion 
bureau of statistics, 

Harvesting, nearing completion, 
has been generally interrupted by 
showery weather over the prairie 
wheat fields. Wheat deliveries were 
still increasing and would soon reach 
the peak. Quality was generally 
good with the protein content ex- 
tremely high. Yields varied from 
very poor in the worst drouth areas 
to good in the northern districts, 
where moisture supplies were ade- 
quate for growth. Rust, while wide- 
spread, had caused little damage on 
account of the early ripening. 

The report continues: 

Coarse grains are yielding poorly 
over the greater part of the prairies 
and pastures are badly depleted, re- 
quiring much more rain to bring 
them back. Supplies of rough for- 
age are adequate in Manitoba but in 
the drouth areas of Alberta and 
Saskatchewan, farmers are stacking 
Russian thistle for winter feed. Some 
hail damage-was caused to late crops 
in the Calgary and Lethbridge areas 
by a storm. 


Plans Peace Conference 


President Roosevelt If Re-Hected 
May Call Nations Together 

New York.—The New York Times 
reported that President Roosevelt is 
giving serious consideration, if he is 
re-elected, to inviting heads of sev- 
eral nations to confer on means of 
insuring world peace. 

If the proposal is carried out, the 
paper said, Mr. Roosevelt would ask 
King Edward, Joseph Stalin, Benito 
Mussolini, Adolf Hitler, President Le- 
brun, of France, representatives of 
Japan and China and a few others to 
meet him at a convenient site. 

“Mr. Roosevelt feels that, even if 
the conference amounted to no more 
than a gesture, it would be a power- 
ful one and certain to delay war if 
not to avert it for a much longer 
period,” the Times said. ,

James G. Gardiner, minister of agri- 
culture. The plans cover movement 
to parts of the prairies outside the 
drouth area as well as to eastern 
Canada. The minister has submitted 
his plans to the cabinet and they 
have been accepted. J 


Three grades of cattle will be 
affected by the plan: Yearlings which 
can be shipped east, wintered and 
put out on the grass next year, cat- 
tle up to two years of age which 
might be finished during the winter 
and heifers and cows up to five years 
of age which might be used as 
breeder stock outside the drouth 
area. 

Applications had come to Mr. 
Gardiner from Nova Scotia, New 
Brunswick, Prince Edward Island 
and the Ottawa valley for cattle 
from the western fields. 

Following are the conditions of the 
new feeder freight policy: 

On carload shipments of feeder 
cattle and feeder lambs purchased 
at country points anywhere in pre- 
scribed drouth areas in Saskatche- 
wan and Alberta and shipped to 
country points outside these areas in 
any province in the Dominion, a re- 
fund of 50 per cent. of the actual 
freight charges on the shipment will 
be allowed if the farmer is still feed- 
ing them at end of three months, 
two months for lambs. 

This assistance will be allowed 
only on shipments made prior to 
November 30, 1936, and will be re- 
troactive on any shipments made 
since August 1, 1936, complying with 
the conditions. 

In the case of cattle, the conces- 
sion will be allowed only on steers 
or heifers two years of age and un- 
der, except that in the case of fe- 
male cattle of dairy breeds the age 
limit will be five years. 

To obtain the concegsion, each car 
of yearling cattle must contain at 
least 35 head, and in the case of 
older cattle at least 25 head. Allow- 
ance within these ranges may be 
made in the case of shipments con- 
sisting of both yearlings and older 
cattle. 

To obtain the concession, lambs 
must be loaded in doubledeck cars, 
each car containing at least 275 
head, all born within 1936. 

The concessions will not apply on 
feed ‘supplied, or on decking, or on 
other charges against the shipment 
which may be included in the freight 
bill.

Largest Amount Of Goods Brought 
In From United States 

Ottawa.—Canadians brought into 
Canada from the United States goods 
valued at $793,141 under the $100 
tourist exemption during May, June 
and July, the national revenue de- 
partment disclosed. 

In May, out of a total of $118,893 
brought in under the exemption rule, 
$107,172 came from the United 
States. In the following month the 
amount more than tripled, $316,484 
worth of goods coming in from the 
United States out of a total of $349,- 
896. 

In July there was a slight drop, 
with $328,229 entering from the 
United States and $41,256 from other 
countries, a total of $369,495.

Arctic Patrol Has Not Been Hindered 
By Adverse Weather

the R. M. S. Nascopie, stated that the 
administrative and scientific pro- 
gramme of the patrol had not been 
delayed or hindered. by weather or 
other conditions since entering Hud- 
son’s Straits. 

Mr. Ney and his assistant, Mr. 
Courtright, had transferred to the 
M.S. Fort Garry at Port Burwell for 
the purpose of establishing astronom- 
ical stations in the Ungava bay area. 

Messrs. Leechman and Nichols 
were left at Wolstenholme to con- 
tinue their investigations on the 
mainland: of Quebec and the nearby 
islands, 

These scientists will be taken on 
board the Nascopie and continue 
their work as far north as Craig 
harbor, returning to Ottawa with the 
other members of the patrol.

Man Without A Country 


Former Russian Leader May Be 
Forced To Leave Norway 


Indications are that Leon Trotzky, 
former Russian revoutionary leader, 


might soon be returned to his usual 


status of a man without a country. 

The wandering, sickly Bolshevist 
is to be expelled from Norway, Gov- 
ernment sources said, if charges of 
new international intrigue are proved 
against him. At the same time, 
Pravda; Moscow Communist organ, 
made clear that there would never be 
hope for reconciliation between 
Trotzky and Stalin. 

Banished from his own revolution- 
ary land and excluded from many 
others, Trotzky accepted refuge in 
Norway with the promise to refrain 
from propaganda or other interna- 
tional activity. Recently young 
Norwegian Nazis broke into Trotz- 
ky’s home at Honefos and found 
papers which they said dealt with 
plots in France and Spain. They 
handed them over to police. 

Trotzky entered Norway June 18, 
1935.
